We 
do mot advocate repudiation in any form 
er the cancellation of any creditors’ elaims 
but simply the staying of proceedings 
agains: those whose cireumstances call 
for relief until they are enabled to get 
on their feet again. Withe weil drawn 
up exemption act during that interval 
depressed farmers woull secure some 
eubstantial effects to come under its opera- 
tion, and perhaps surplusses it success‘ ul;

The thing now is to retain the present 
populition in the country and enceurage 
them to take new heart, and this can only 
de done by a proteetive law to leave them 
in possessiou"of their earnings and ac- 
camulations till they are enabled to meet 
creditors squarely without leaving their 
families in lestitute cireumstances. The 
law we speak of would deal heavily on 
gome creditors, but it would be the salva- 
tion of the country, all true Manitobans 
are interested in rather than the seltish 
ends of isolated individuals.
